Martin. Bormann, Hitler's 
missing deputy, told Nazi high- 
jups in the last days of the war 
in Borlin to rendezous with him 
nt a place-he referred to by the 
code name of “Halali” (tally- 
ho), Hartmann Lauterbacher, 
formerly Gauleiter, of Southern 
Hannover, told British officers 
during Interrogation. 


This slender clue to the intentlons 
and possible fate of Bormann, whose 
wherenbouts have been a mystery 
since the war's end, was revealed by 
British officials after it was suggest- 
ed at a Nuremberg trial that Lauter- 
bacher knew where Bormann hod 
none. 


Durlny his trial Otto Oblendort, 
former Gestapo chief, satd that he 
Lelieved Bormann was in Russian 
hinds by choice, and suggested in- 
vestigation of a telephone call made 
by Bormann from Hitler's bunker in 
Herlin and overheard by  Lauter- 
bacher.

Krupp Combine Called 
State Within A. State 


Nuremberg, Dec. 8.—War plunder and slavery were 
charged against the firm éf Krupp when the trial of 12 
former officials ‘of the once ‘mighty German munitions 

- combine opened here today before an American war crimes 


court. 


The United States chief pro- 
secutor, Brigadier-General Tel- 
ford Taylor, and his staff 
charged the Krupps officials 
with having effected a coalition 
between the policies of the 
fabulous armaments “Jmpire” 
and the Nazi Party. 


Of Krupps, which became practi- 
cally a.“stnte within a state” in 
1943 under an official commendation 
from Hitler, the deputy prosecutor, 
Mr Joseph Kaufman, said: “There 
was no crime such a state could 
commit—whether {t’ was war plun- 
der or slavery—in which these men 
would not participate.” 


. Although not on trial, the former 
chief of the combine, Gustav Krupp. 
was nceused of rallying German in- 
dustry behind the Nazi dictatorship 
carly in. 1933 and of levying moncy 
from it for Hitler. He was accused 
of moulding the Krupp -policy to 
mecet,every development In the Nazi 
plans of aggression. : 


Wants U.S. Lawyers 


At the conclusion of o four-hour 
opening statement, the counsel for 
Alfred Krupp von Bohlen ‘Und 
Halbach, former chief of the combine 
and’ principal defendant, asked the 
court for permission, to retain a firm 
of United States attorneys on be- 
half of his. client, The tribunal 
ruled that the request would be 
taken under advisement, 

Alfred Krupp succeeded his father, 
Gustav, as head of the vast arma- 
ments concern In tho final days of 
the last war, when the elder Krupp’s 
mind and health crumbled. As head 
of the Krupp “dynasty,” he sat with 

fs 11 colleagues in the large: dock 
where, a year ago, Goering, heard 
himself ‘convicted__of headinfi, Ger- 


many’s four-year rearmament \ plan’ 


which they ‘were now accused of 
sceretly setting in motion, 

The charges were crimes against 
peace, plunder and spoliation, the 
deportation, exportation and abuse 
of slave labour, and common colle 
spiracy to commit these crimes. 

On what was generally recognised 
as the most Impotant charge in the 
cnse-—“the aggressive war" charge— 
Mr Kaufman, said that the Ver- 
sailles Treaty had represented Httle 
more than a “worthless scrap of 
paper” in preventing -Krupps from 
aiding German rearmament, 

"Secret Dovelopments 

Mr Kaufman told ine court that 
in spite of the cessation of arms 
production - after the first World 
War, Krupp managed to manufac- 
ture 315 new cannons and repair 
238 damaged pieces between the 
Armistice and July 1919. . 

The deputy prosecutor alleged 
that Krupp managed to circumvent

thus avoid an obvious breach of the 
Versailles ‘Treaty. : 


Submarines Built 


Not only did the disguised Dutch 
branch of the Krupp shipbuilding 
enterpriso experiment on new de- 
velopments, Mr Kaufman said, but 
it also - actually- bullt submarines 
for sale to other governments during 
the period when Germany was gen- 
erally believed to be more inter« 
ested in peaceful invention. 

Because of the technical advan- 
tages by the dummy company, the 
German Navy admitted, in its re- 
cent history, that it was able to 
put -a completely fitted modern 
submarine into action within three 
and a half months of the restora- 
tion of German military sovereignty 
on March 16, 1935, 

Mr Kaufman sajd that in artillery 
and’ tank design, the Krupp con+ 
cern was accused of accomplishing 
ils seerct weapon planning through 
a confidential ogreement with the 
Swedish firm of Bofors. ee 

Under this agreement, Bofors 
took over ond delivered orders orl- 
ginally__placed__with_the...German 
company. . Bofors also ngreed to 
exchange essential information with 
Krupps and on several occasions 
firing tests were made before Ger- 
man officers.—Reuter.
